In 
which -he took occasion to vilify the 
governor, the militia and the officers 
In.charge of the few soldiers still held 
In the district. 


Refuses to Give Up Weapons. 


Tills district Is under martial law 


and Col. Vertegberp Is commandant. 
Not Jong ago he Issued an order that 
all citizens owning arms should at 
once bring them In to militia headquar- 
ters. This order was generally ob- 
served and In the Urge majority of 
cases Individuals, after the number of 
their firearms was taken, were per- 
mitted to carry the weapons back to 
their homes;

Glover later wrote a violent letter

Col. VertCBberg 
upon receipt of the letter ordered MaJ, 
Naylor to get the guns and in so doing

Defies JVIIIItla Officers. 


The major and Lieut. Young went 


directly to Mr. Glover's office In the 
Falrley-Lampman building, located at 
the most prominent corner In this city, 
and 
demanded 
admittance. 
They 


found the only door to the suite- loci 3d 
and barricaded -1th desks and brJka. 
To the demand to open, made by Maj. 
Naylor In the name of the-governor 
and the .commander In chief of tho 
militia. Glover shouted out that he 
would not and never would, and defled 
any attempt to smash In the door.1 


Fires on Soldiers. 


Tools were obtained to bore into the 


caslngi and one of the soldiers started 
at tho worlc. 


The lawyer began to shoot, and flrcd 


four shots and received twenty In re- 
sponse.

A dozen blows shattered 
It. and a yell went up from the crowd.

Reasoning. 


The state tax commission, answer- 


Ing a number of communications re- 
garding the collection of taxes 
on 


mortgages, has determined that 
the 


tax collector cannot compel the mort- 
gager or ownorj ufi the mortgaged 
property to pay tho tax separately 
assessed against the mortgage to the 
ijiortgagee, In accordance with the law 
passed at the lost session of tho leg- 
islature. If the mortgagor Is requir- 
ed by the terms of tno mortgage or 
other contract to pay the entire tax, 
both on his own interest and on the 
Interest under tho mortgage sepfcr 
ately assessed, that is a. matter of 
private concern between the 
mort- 


gagor and mortgagee and no concern 
of ho tax collector. 


The Inquiry was answered for the 


supervisor or assessments of ono ot 
tho counties in. tho following letter 
hy the tax commission: 


"Wo have received yours of 21st 


Inst. submitting tho question wheth- 
er a town, city or village treasurer, 
as' tax collector, has authority 
to 


compel tho owner of-mortgaged real 
estate to pay the tax charged against 
tho Interest of tho mortgagee In such 
real estate In case such Interest has 
been separately assessed- and taxed 
to tho mortgagee 'under the proyl.

fering from the blow. 


Nevertheless the immediate effect 


of such a conflict is often to Increase 


••business of tho' neutral nations. It 
....• -Russia and Japan enter Into war, 
-—their energies'will bo engaged 
In 


that conflict, "and to a large extent 


, ''thus diverted from tho'peaceful con- 


quests of the markets ot tho world. 
In other words, such competition as 
Russia and Japan present to other 
leading nations of the world In' com- 
mercial actlvltes would 
bo ' with- 


drawn, and' this would have the ef- 
fect unquestionably 
of 
augmenting 


the trade of the other countries. 


Such a result as this 
would

doubtedly bo of commercial bcncllt 
to tho United States, for Russia and

Even Russia and Japan ralso their 
loans'required tot obtain tho money 
to conduct this war 
in 
Germany, 


Prance or England, tho effect would 
be to convert a 
largo 
amount of 


money now available for the peace- 
ful competition 
of trade, into the 


munitions of war and the expense of 
. maintaining armies and fleets in ac 


live service. Part of this 
money 


•would In time flow back 
into 
tho 


channels of business, as it was dis- 
bursed for supplies and wages, but 
its effect temporarily ivoulj be a 
drain upon the money markets, none 
of which !s In a "favorable position 
at this time to meet such a drain. 


There Is nothing In tho prospect 


of this war which need give any im- 
mediate apprehension 
to American 


business interests. 
It may In fact 


serve as a stimulus to our trade just 
at tho time when It needs such a 
stimulus. Ultimately no 
doubt we 


shall have to stand our share of the 
loss of such a. great disaster In com- 
mon with the rest of the world.

Sailing westward from 
Nagasaki 


one leaves behind the quiet waters 
of the Inland Sea and the Pacific and 
enters upon' the'turbid, storm-tossed 
waves of the Yellow Sea, the northern 
playground of the typhoon. 
. Shanghai is the nearest great port 
of China across this sea, and four days 
at most brings one to thin flrst safu 
landing on tlio continent. Almost all 
the way thnro are Islahdn to bo seen, 
and perhaps the high shores ot For- 
mosa, the unexplored haunt of pirates 
ami brigands. 
Far-out'at. sea one 


notes that the yellow water has be- 
come yellower, almost the hue of .our 
own Missouri Itlver, and soon- the 
strong current of a great river Is en- 
tered and tho low shores of the Yang- 
tso appear. Vnst farmlcss Junks with 
battened lugs pitch'and pound along 
tho couct, and are a source of anxiety 
nt night, as they carry no lights, 
either through fcnr of pirates or for 
the sake of economy.

At the mouth of the Yang-tso is 


the celebrated "heavenly barrier," the 
Wooming Dar.' Tho bay offers little 
protection, but \vo cant anchor here 
In'company with a huge French mall 
steamer and two British trumps and 
flew.tho white flag "U. S. Mall.", 


There IH no railroad from Woosung 


to Shanghai, the one built there hav- 
ing been destroyed. .'An hour In a 
launch, however, brings one In sight 
of this Paris of China and up to tho 
most Imposing Bund In tho 
Orient. 


Tho little gunboats Wilmington and 
Villalobos, the latter a' Spanish' prize, 
lay below the American consulate, and 
their sailors responded'• heartily to 
our cheers ' for Old Glory.- English 
men of war lay near In all tho grim 
threat of war paint, and omall French 
and German gunboats Idled near the 
foreign settlements.
